In opening discus- 
sion Mr. Lawson urged passage of the 
bill as a preliminary step toward end- 
ing what he described as an antiquat- 
ed ad valorem tax system. Other sup- 
porters of the bill defended it on the 
ground that it taxes intangibles and 
will relieve the heavy tax burden upon 
rural real estate and property. 

Seaborn Wright, senator from the 
forty-second district, opposed the bill. 
He attacked claims made by propo- 
nents that Georgia is overburdened 
with taxation. He believed that the 


classification system would create con- 
fusion, Discussion of the bill will be 
continued this morning. 

During the afternoon session the 
senate received the “Greater Atlan- 
ta”’ annexation bill and submitted it 
to its first reading.

ANNEXATION BILL 


Through Senate and 
Governor’s Hands Seen 
as Practically Certain.

Uninterrupted progress of the 


“Greater Atlanta” annexation bill 
through the state senate and the 
vovernor’s bands was seen as practi- 
cally certain Thursday night, follow- 
ing favorable passage on the bill by 
the municipal government committee 


of the upper house. 

The bill, which would extend the 
limits of Atlanta so as to make it 
the fourth city in area in the United 
States and increase its population to 
well over 300,000, was read the first 
time in the senate Thursday after- 
noon. It was referred immediately to 
the committee on municipal govern- 
ment, which in turn made its recom- 
mendation Thursday night. 

Second reading of the bill following 
the committee report will come up 
Friday morning and the bill is almost 
certain to pass unanimously at the 
Saturday session, me 

Approval of the “Greater Atlanta 
bill was expressed in the senate by 
Senators Whaley and Vaughn, of the 
districts which include Fulton and 
DeKalb counties. Senator Davis, chair- 
man of the municipal government com- 
mittee, also is behind it. 

Merger of Communities. 


Mechanics of. the bill, which was 
originally introduced in the house of 
representatives by Representative Still, 
of Fulton county, provide for the con- 
solidation of East Point, College 
Park, Hapeville, Decatur, Avondale 
Estates and other near-by unincor- 
porated communities into one great 
municipality. ‘ 

According to provision ofs the bill, 
the mayor of the city of Atlanta 
would be ex-officio mayor of “Great- 
er Atlanta” but the organization and 
independence of the various smaller 
municipalities would be retained in a 
large degree. 

Indorsement of the annexation bill 
is widespread throughout the section 
involved. Statements were made pub- 
licly Thursday by Philip H. Alston, 
president of the Chamber of Com- 
merece, and E. A. Gilliam, twelfth 
ward alderman, who led the council 
fight for an annexation measure, 
supporting the proposed expansion. 

Mr. Alston in his statement praised 
the efforts of Atlanta newspapers in 
furthering the annexation movement. 
He believed that junction of the sev- 
eral localities in the vicinity of the 
present city would lead to the gen- 
eral improvement of all the areas con- 
cerned. 

Alston’s Statement. 


Mr. Alston's statement is as fol- 
lows: 

“The action of the house of repre- 
sentatives on yesterday. in passing the 
Greater Atlanta bill, should be most 
gratifying to all of the citizens in the 
area which is embraced in its pro- 
visions. These people in fact have been 
for several years, to all intents and 
purposes, citizens of Atlanta. Even 
though many thousands of them live 
beyoud the present limits of the city 
they all either work in the city or 
have daily business, social, education- 
al, or civie contact with it and now 
that the different elements are really 
to be welded together under the bor- 
ough plan with a super-government 
over the boroughs, this act will ac- 
complish not only the result of giving 
Atlanta its true setting in the next 
census, but will take each of these 
boroughs out of waddling clothes and 
make possible a comprehensive han-* 
dling of problems which affect and 
are common to us all, such as sewer, 
water, fire protection, police protec- 
tion and schoolg and this larger uni- 
fied government, made up in the man-

Just before the final perfection of 
the original appropriations bill as 
amended during the three-day consid- 


eration by the house sitting as a com- 
mittee of the whole house, Represent- 
ative Culpepper, Fayette, warned the 
members that the difference between 
the $25,000,000 total appropriations 
for 1950 and 1931 and the estimated 
revenue for those years would 
amount to approximately $6,000.000 
and with the present deficits added 
would bring the difference up to more 
than $10,000,000, 

Representative Culpepper said es 
timated revenues for 1929 were fixed 
by the comptroller general at $10,- 
556,145 but out of this he said 
$1,121,510 already was allocated for 
pensions and other urposes and 
could not be considered in taking up 
the general appropriations bill.

Preparations Complete for 


\Execution of Coast Guards- 


men’s Slayer.

Fort Lauderdale, Fla., August 15. 
(?)—Preparations virtually were com- 
pleted tonight for the secret hanging 
here Saturday morning of James 
Horace Alderman, 50-year-old rum 
pirate, for the killing of two coast 
guardsmen during a gun battle on 


the high seas two years ago. 

A massive wooden scaffold has been 
erected in a metal seaplane hangar 
on the coast guard grounds, which 
is to be the scene of the execution. 
The executioner, a physician and spir- 
itual advisor, whose names were not 
divulged, have been selected and ar- 
rangements made for the glelivery of 
the condemned man’s body into cus- 
tody of his family at Miami after 
the hanging. 

Brought From Miami. 

Meanwhile, Alderman, who was hur- 
ried here Jate today from Miami, was 
confined to a cell in the Broward 
county jail. The cell was in the same 
tier in which the condemned man 
lived while awaiting trial for the 
murders. A special guard had been 
assigned to Alderman to keep the 
death watch. 

Alderman, who unsuccessfully. car- 
ried a fight for his life to the high- 
est court of the land and to President 
Hoover, spent most of his last hours 
in Miami in private conversation 
with members of his family and in 
reading passages from the Bible which 
has been his constant companion since 
he recently embraced the Christian 
faith. He has pronounced himself 
resigned to his fate and said he had 
no fear of the hangman's noose, 

Hangman -Is Secret. 

Under orders from Federal Judge 
Halstead L. Ritter, of Miami, who 
signed the death warrant, strict sec- 
recy is to surround every move that 
is taken by officials in connection 
with the execution. All newspaper 
correspondents have been barred from 
the scene of the hanging and even 
from the coast guard grounds, anid 
instructions have been given the of- 
ficially designated witnesses that no 
information is to be divulged-regard- 
ing the execution. 

Alderman was convicted in Jann- 
ary, 1928, on charges of killing Syd- 
ney C. Sanderlin and Victor A. Lam- 
by, coast guardsmen, on the high seas 
in August, 1927, during a_ gun fight 
with Alderman, who was bringing a 
boat load of liquor from the Bahama 
islands to Florida. Robert E. Web- 
ster, a government secret service man, 
also fell mortally wounded by one of 
Alderman’s bullets, but the rum pi- 
rate never was tried for that killing.

Florida Law Passed by Last 
Legislature. Held Con- 
stitutional. 


Quincy, Fla., August 15.—(>)— 
Circuit Judge E. C. Love today held 
constitutional an act of the 1929 leg- 
islature placing a tax on petroleum 
products stored in the state, and in- 
tended for use within the state's 
boundaries. 

An injunction, .sought by several 
corporations and fhe city of West 
Palm Beach against the comptroller, 
was denied and a demurrer filed by 
the state was sustained. 

In his ruling, Judge Love held the 
tax an excise or license tax and not 
an ad valorem or property tax, as was 
the original contention of the com- 
plainant corporations. He further held 
that the title of the act was sufficient, 
and therefore valid. 

The complainants sought to test the 
constitutionality of the act, on several 
points, stressing the contentions that 
the tax was a property tax, and that 
the title was insufficient and mislead- 
ing, and therefore unconstitutional. 

It was indicated at the hearing last 
Friday that the decision of Judge 
Love would be appealed from, regard- 
less of who won. 

The act, while not sponsored in the 
legislature by the administration, had 
the administration’s support and is 
an interlocking law with the regular 
gasoline tax law, in which Judge Love 
recently held certain portions were 
unconstitutional,-in so far as appor- 
tionment of funds is concerned.

About a New Con. Con. 

Dozens of persons in and out of 
the general assembly have asked me 
for my opinion about the advisability 
of ordering a constitutional conven- 
tion, and as to how such a conven- 
tion should be chosen? 

My opinion can only be a personal: 
one and not worth wet powder tu | 
those who have the authority to order | 
a convention to revise, alter andl 
amend the states supreme law-— 
hence there can be no danger in my 
expressing it. 

I do not believe this general assem- 
bly will order a constitutional conven- 
tion. Its common ides. of what the sai- 
lapidated document needs is a list of 
amendments as long as a cable-tow, 
that few of the people will read and 
most of whom. will vote for hood- 
winked, 

I do not think this general assem- 
bly should order a constitutional con- 
vention, because we have no just basis 
of representation at present by which 
to elect such a convention. 

The Barrett proposal to elect a con- 
vention with the identical representa- 
tion of the house of the general as- 
sembly is too unjust and absurd for 
calm consideration. Rather than that 
this present house could resolve itself 
into a constituticnal convention and 
proceed to make a new constitution. 
That would be equally as “unconsti- 
tutional,” 


Washington, August 15.—(#)—An 
opening session of the senate without 
a quorum present is in prospect for 
the first meeting after the summer re- 
cess on Monday. 

Hidden away in vacation retreats 
from coast to coast, the scattered mem- 
bership of the senate apparently is 
going to accept the gentlemen’s agree- 
ment reached by the party leaders to 
take up no business until September. 
Many of the senators already have 
sent word to their secretaries that 
they will not return before Septem- 


er. 

The tariff bill, the order of business, 

won't be ready on Monday. In their 
lanxiety to get an early start in con- 
sideration of the house tariff meas- 
ire, administration leaders in the sen- 
ate limited the summer recess to that 
date, but the weather and the worries 
inherent in the tariff have upset their 
plan, 
The constitution stipulates that 
neither branch of congress may quit 
for longer that three days without 
the consent of the other. Last June 
when the summer recess was taken the 
senate asked for a vacation until 
August 19. The house agreed and 
took one until September 25. So, the 
senate must meet on August 19 and 
every three days thereafter. The 
house won’t be in session to extend 
the senate holiday. 

The weary members of the senate 
finance committee who have been 
meeting long hours daily throughout 
the summer believed they will have 
the house tariff measure revised to 
their liking by early September, but 
certainly not by next Monday. So 
apparently it is going to be immate- 
rial whether a quorum is present. 
Senator Watson, of Indiana, will 
move for a recess soon after?the sen- 
ate reconvenes, A motion to adjourn 
takes precedence and in view of the 
agreement, no attempt to take up other 
business is expected.

Wait for 1930 Census. 

We could not get an as justly rep- 
resentative convention as we did in 
1877 by electing delegates in state sen- 
atorial districts. Those districts are 
all out of proportion as to popula- 
tion now. By the constitution they 
must be reformed after the census of 
1930. 

Similarly. the twelve congressional 
districts, formed after the census of 
1910 and not since, are all out of 
proportion. ‘They must be recast by 
the legislature of 1951 upon the re- 
turns of the federal census of next 
April. 

The situation therefore, plainly sug- 
cests that if we are to have a consti- 
tutional convention “© Georgia at any 
early time, it should not be ordered 
until the census of next year reveals } 
the population of the state, and where 
and in what proportions it is located. 

The present constitution requires 
that the representation in such con- 
vention “shall be based on population 
as nearly as practicable.” 

We. have no basis now for approx- 
imating such representation and will 
not have until the federal census «+f 
next year is reported. 

So I favor postponing further agita- 
tion of the constitutional convention 
matter until we shall go to choose 
the general assembly of 1931.

If the drama is to be vital it 
must deal. with modern problems 
and nothing in life is more ancient 
or modern than religion. Its very 
controversies attest its realistic im- 
portance. Its antiquities are capa- 
ble of present presentation because the 
mcst venerable verities of faith are 
practically the same yesterday, today 
and forever. 


The earliest mystery plays of the 
Christian church had a contemporary 
feeling and the scenes enacted from 
the “Divine Passion” held the rural 
audiences of distant centuries spell- 
bound.

“Such attempts cannot be classed 
as stunts and neither can endurance 
flights for the testing and demonstrat- 
ing of new equipment. Refueling will 
find its place in commercial aviation 
in the near future.” 

Competition Unlikely. 


The flier declared he saw no com- 
petition at present between lighter- 
than-air and heavier-than-air crafts. 

“Lighter-than-air craft should be 
given every opportunity to develop. 
Recent flights have demonstrated 
great possibilities. The next step is 
the establishing of a commercial route 
to enable the obtaining of data on 
performance and cost of operation.” 

Air lines between the United 
States and South and Central Amer- 
ica have just started to develop, he 
continued, speaking this time as the 
technical adviser of the Pan-American 
Airways, Inc. 

The existing and additional air 
lines. will do much in bringing closer 
contact between the countries. of 
Seuth and Central America and the 
United States and will do for the un- 
developed parts of South~ America 
what the railroads did for the unde- 
veloped parts of the United States, 
he added. 

Colonel Lindbergh, in amplifying 
this, pointed out that in parts. of 
South America where there is no rail 
transportation air transportation 
saves from one day to one week for 
each hour of flight. 

When asked to comment on the re- 
cent work he had done in connection 
with the locating of ruins of ancient

|FARM BOARD 10 WORK 


ON OPERATING PLAN 


Experts To Spend Indefinite 
Period Perfecting Own 
Machinery. 


Washington, August 15.—(#)—Clos- 
ing the first month of its existence, 
during which progress has been made 
toward the development of important 


policies, the federal farm board an- 
nounced today that henceforth for a 
undetermined period it intends to de- 
vote itself exclusively to the perfec- 
tion of its own operating machinery. 

To this end the board will decline 
to grant hearings to applicants for 
loans unless emergency in character, 
and all delegations have been asked 
not to come to Washington except 
by previously arranged appointments. 

Since the day of its organization, 
the board has held almost continu- 
ous sessions with co-operative offi- 
cials representing the various crops. 
Many of these meetings were devoted 
to consideration of loans but the board 
has been unable to do much in this 
connection because its research and 
financial divisions have not been cre- 
ated, 

In announcing the period during 
which no hearings will be held, the 
board said it must organize itself so 
it will be able to respond “actively 
to requests for loans or for other as- 
sistance.” 

“The board is attempting to or- 
ganize a staff,’ the board’s statement 
added, “whose purpose will be to fur- 
nish facts concerning the co-operative 
movement and its needs in respect to 
every commodity in every locality. 

“The board is attempting to create 
a loan division of finangdal experts 
and appraisers who shall be able to 
pass intelligently upon requests for 
financial assistance. The board is at- 
tempting to set up a legal division 
which can under the law protect the 
funds that have been furnished. to 
it by the taxpayers of the United 
States, 

“All of these operating divisions 
are completely necessary in order that 
the board may efficiently serve Amer- 
ican agriculture. To develop them 
and at the same time develop uniform 
policies of operation will demand the 
full efforts of the board for some 
time to come.” 

So far the board has made only 
one loan, an advance of $300,000 to 
two Florida co-operatives to aid in 
meeting government regulations  im- 
posed by the prevalence of the Medi- 
terranean fruit fly. There had been 
some question as to whether the board 
had authority to make loans until its 
members were confirmed by the senate 
but Comptroller General McCarl ruled 
today that it was legal to do so. 


BAN FLORIDA PRODUCTS 
T0 GULF COAST BOATS 


Washington, August 15.—-(?)— 
Naval vessels operating in South At- 
lantic gulf coast and West Indian 
waters, were ordered today by the 
navy department not to take on board 
Florida fruits or vegetables as a 
means of preventing the spread of the 
Mediterranean fruit fly to other 
ports, 

The order sent out by Secretary 
Adams to all naval ships and stations 
applies to articles which have been 
produced in Florida whether they are 
purchased in that state or elsewhere, 

“Effective immediately,” the order 
read, “in order to prevent the escape 
to an uninfested area of any fruit 
flies which might be taken on board, 
it is directed that all practical meas- 
ures be taken to the effect that no 
vessels of the navy which are likely 
to touch United States ports of the 
Gulf of Mexico or the Pacifie coast 
or ports of North Carolina, South 
Carolina, Georgia, Florida or Porto 
Rico, take on board Florida host 
fruits or vegetables for any purpose. 

“This applies to articles which have 
been produced in Florida whether 
they are purchased in that state or 
elsewhere. 

“Host fruits and vegetables include 
all citrus and non-citrus fruits ex- 
cep t watermelons and _ pineapples; 
peppers of all kinds, gourds, pump: 
kins, squashes, tomatoes, beans of all 
kinds -(except cow peas) and egg 
plants,”

The system 
added approximately $39,000,000 to 
its eeceptance holdings. Government 
securities held, however, were per- 
mitted to decline slightly. Rediscount- 
ing at, New York fell off nearly $100.- 
000,000, but increases clsewhere left 
a net reduction for the system of 
only about $36,000,000. The New 
York reserve ratio increased from 69.1 
to 74.3 per cent, but that for the en- 
tire system was unchanged from last 
week at 74.6.

HELEN'S SPEED 
MAY YET BRING 


Miss Wills’ Opponents 
Perfecting Their Games 
for Dethronement.

| any sport and year after year 
;| mows down his opponents, he 
becomes the fortification which | 


must be taken. The big guns 
and the searchlights of every 
mind of the game are trained in 
that direction hoping to spot a 
weakness and effectively to 


in order to find some manner 
in which to overcome this giant 
of the game. 

Babe Ruth is that to the baseball 
pitchers, Bobby Jones to the wield- 
ers of the wood and iron, William Til- 
den and Helen Wills to the racketers. 

Iiow can Tilden be beaten? After 
the war it became France's real con- 
cern how to dethrone the King Tilden. 
The French game grew out of their 
study of how to beat Tilden, so I be- 
lieve the women of England and the 
world at large must study Helen 
Wills to learn the game which will de- 
feat her. It is not by copying the 
game of a Tilden or a Helen Wills 
but by learning a defense against their 
aggression and a method of leading 
these not entirely infallible players 
into error. 

The French learned to turn. Til- 
den’s own speed against him by train- 
ing their eve and muscle to take the 
ball so soon off the surface of the 


prise and flabbergasted by the swift- 
ness and quickness with which the 
balls came flying back in his court. 
If the youngsters of the rising genera- 
tion of women players learn to turn 
Helen’s speed against her it will react 
in exactly the same manner on her as 
it did on Tiklen. 

Senorita d’Alvarez, twice runner-up 
to Helen Wills at Wimbledon, has car- 
ried this too far in the extreme direc- 
tion by taking the ball almost as a 
half volley which makes her erratic, 
while Betty Nuthall and Helen Jacobs 
are a little extreme in the other direc- 
tion, waiting back too far and too 
long to take the ball, which make them 
a fraction too slow. If either of these 
latter two girls would move in a lit- 
tle closer, even though it. cost them 
many errors at first. I am sure that 
they could train their eyes and they 
are both quick enough in their mus- 
cular coordination to deal successfullly 
with Helen’s swiftest strokes near the 
top of the bound, either as the ball 
comes up or as it is just falling. 

Further, Helen Wills’ one weakness 
is her inability to run forward well 
and then retreat backward. Suzanne 
Lenglen and Elizabeth Ryan had tre- 
mendous success in their use of the 
fore court in playing Helen Wills. 
Betty Nuthall is patterning her fore 
court game after Zuzanne, while Helen 
Jacobs should, but has not cultivated 
Elizabeth Ryan’s clever trap shot. 
This stroke was always a never-end- 
ing source of worry to Helen and gave 
victories to Elizabeth Rvyan_ over 
Helen several years ago. Helen Ja- 
cobs’ method of playing her chop 
stroke lends itself admirably to this 
shot because she can play it without 
siving advance information. 

The trouble with so many young 
players in developing their games of 
tennis is that they try to copy the 
games of the champions rather than to 
acquire a@ game as a weapon against 
the champion. They eannot beat a 
master at his own game. Rene La- 


ly clever in this respect, for they did 
not imitate Tilden but countered him 
at every turn. 

Betty Nuthall has been working 
along the lines of the Frenchmen, 
while Helen Jacobs seems to have 
been copying Helen Wills and that, 
in my opinion, is why Betty makes 
the better showing against Helen. 

The strategy which outwits and 
cripples one’s opponent is the most 
fascinating part of lawn tennis. In

He is not a long 
player from the tee but normally 
is a great putter.

JUDGE SCORES 
REFORMERS’ AT 
(AGO TRACK 


Prosecutor Criticized as 
Injunction Against Po- 
lice Is Reinstated.

Chicago, August 15.—(AP) 
Dog racing tracks in the vicin 
ity of Chicago scored a legail 
victory here today when Judge 
Harry M. Fisher in circuit court, 
reinstated a temporary injunc- 
tion vacated two weeks ago, re- 
straining the police or the 
State’s attorney from interfer- 
ing with the operation of/ the 
tracks. | 

At the same time, Judge \Fisher 
postponed until September hia final 
decision on a motion of a permanent 
injunction, 

In reinstating the injunction Judge 
Fisher severely criticized State’s At- 
torney John A. Swanson and Sheriff 
John E. Traeger for raiding the tracks 
while they were under protection of a 
temporary injunction. 

He attributed the action of the of- 
ficials to pressure brought to bear 
upon them hy “pseudo-reformers who 
so far forget themselves that in their 
fanatical zeal to impose their own and 
‘righteous’ wills upon.a sinful multi- 
tude, they would have these officers of 
the law violate the injunction of the 
court.” 

Today's hearing was on the final 
report of the master in chancery, 
Max Korshak, in which he held that 
the pari-mutuel. system of wagering 
as applied to the dog races is legal, 
ang that the horse racing statute 
which allows the system in horse races 
and not in dog races is unconstitution- 
al because it is discriminatory. 

Motion for a contempt citation 
against State’s Attorney Swanson and 
Sheriff Traeger and their deputies is 
pending before Judge Fisher and will 
be decided in September, along with 
the motion for a permanent injunction. 

“I carry the conviction,” Judze 
Fisher said in reinstating the injunc- 
tion, “that the courts would make 
a tremendous contribution to the wel- 
fare of the country” if they adopted 
the policy of resolving all doubts in 
favor of greater freedom of action on 
the part of the citizens rather than 
in favor of the ever-increasing inhibi- 
tions of and encroachments upon per- 
sonal liberty. 

“Gambling, in any form, was not 
prohibited by the common law, and its 
prohibition forms a part of that bulk 
of statutory laws that are constantly 
increasing in yolume, whose purpose is 
to rid us of our weaknesses—by the 
strong arm of the law. ; 

“That such laws are necessary in 
instances of recognized social evils 
may be admitted, but altogether too 
often they are carried to such ex- 
tremes that they become ludicrous, or. 
what is more serious, an alarming 
menace to the civil liberties of the peo- 
ple. : 

“IT have no hesitancy in expressing 
the opinion that these self-appointed 
guardians of other individuals’ virtues 
are a greater menace to the happiness 
and well-being of our people than all 
the gambling indulged in by the citi- 
zens of the entire nation.”
